Secretary was instructed to have 
suitable time-sheets printed for use 
of village. 

By-laws respecting the seal for the 
village and running at large of dogs 
were read first and second times, 
and, upon unanimous vote of Coun- 
cil, same were read the third time 
and passed. 

Council appointed Monday evening, 
the 8th of June, as a special meet- 
ing for Court of Revision. 

Appeals against 1914 assessment 
have been received from only a dozen 
ratepayers. The total of the 1914 
assessment is $652,645.00. 

A petition was presented to Coun- 
cil signed by a number of residonts 
of the village, protesting against the 
purchase of all of Block 8 and Lots 
21 and 22, Block 24, North Red Deer, 
as desired by the_Council, and for 
which the approval of the electors 
was being asked in the form of peti- 
tion to be presented to the Minister 
of Municipal Affairs. 

The petitioners were opposed to 
the purchase of these properties on 
account of the location, as well as 
the price, and recommended that un- 
less a more favorable bargain could 
be obtained, that Council purchase 
from Chas. Robertson Lots I, 2, 3 
and 4 in Block 2, Forrestdale, aj- 
most directly opposité the site of 
the present municipal office building, 
for $1,250. The petition was pre- 
sented by Geo. Maben, and contained 
a number of signatures of residents 
who were not ‘electors and who 
therefore could not sign a_ petition 
for the purchase of any property. 

The Council accepted the petition, 
and in the event of the petition 
which is now being circulated being 
unable to obtain a majority of the 
eligible vote, the matter will be 
considered further. In the © mean- 
time the wishes of bona fide electors 
will be sought in the manner author- 
ized by the Village <Act.. The 
members of Council feel that this 
new proposition should have been 
voiced at an earlier date, when sev- 
eral opportunities were given all 
ratepayers to oxpress themselves, 
and thereby save the expenses of the 
ratepayer engaged to take caro of 
the petition. The Councillors strong- 
ly recommend the purchase of the 
two properties which they decided 
upon after very’ careful considera- 
tion. The purchase of same by de- 
bentures would be extended over 20 
years, ‘tho’ annual payminont boing 
not more than $300.00. with interest.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 1é 
years old, may homestead a quate 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber 
ta. The applicant must appear ll 
“person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of, intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. . A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 


“acres,-solely owned and occupied by 


him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcadet 
in good standing may preempt s 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Must reside ‘upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry ‘including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot. ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis: 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

It was admitted that he would 
not have been likely to be in one place 
between 9 and 10 o'clock at night and 
In another eighty miles distant at 6 
o'clock the next morning.

The city of Edmonton has refrain- 
ed for years from taxing anything 
except land; licenses are imposed 
only for purposes of regulation, and 
the municipal-owned public utilities, 
from street railway lines to tele- 
phones, are operated with a view to 
maximum service at minimum cost 
to the people. Land bears all the 
taxes, the valuation for assessment 
purposes this year being about 
$190,000,000, against which there is 
a levy of 14 mills on the dollar. No 
franchises are granted to independent 
companies. The municipality controls 

- and operates all the public utilities, 
which, as a whole, are on a paying 
basis. . aa 

While the capital city of Alberta 
has always been Characterized by 
advanced legislation in respect to 
its municipal affairs, it has not yet 
broken away from limiting the vote 
on debenture issues to land-owners 
only.’ It permits plural voting on 
all such measures. This city, 
which disdains to levy a tax on 
improvement of any kind or upon 
personal property, and which refuses 
to impose licensés for revenue, 

grants four votes on questions of 
debentures issues to a citizen whose 
land holdings are assessed for 
$10,000 or more,’ while his neighbor 
is given only one vote in the event 
his assessments are less than$1,000.

Ald. James East, chairman of the 
elective commission charter commit- 
tee, said today in an interview :- 

“While the drafts of charter in- 
clude no provision for civic service, 
our committee has recommended 
some form of merit system to the 
consideration of the augmented com- 
mittee. ‘ 

“‘Speaking generally, the new char- 
ter refrains from disturbing any 
provisions in the Edmonton city 
charter which may have been found 
satisfactory in the past. The pro- 
posed charter eliminates the city 
Council and provides that city comr 
missioners be elected. 

“We have also added a number of 
safeguards to our public utilities and 
franchises are strengthened, making 
it more difficult for private inter- 
ests to secute any of them.”’ 

W. H. Todd, secretary of the 
committee which was appointed on 
February 10 to gather data and in- 
foymation for the consideration of 
the provisions of a new charter, has 
letters from officials of more than 
300 cities where the commission 
form of government is in operation, 
also 700 letters from representative 
men in all walks of life, dealing di- 
rectly and comprehensively with the 
subject from all angles. 

“The document submitted to the 
city council,” he said, “embodies the 
best features of many tested char- 
ters, also a number of innovations, 
which the members of the clective 
commission charter committee be- 
lieve will appeal to the voters of 
Edmonton.” 

Henry J. Roche, secrefary of the

The striking of oil south of Cal- 
gary will be a great boon to that 
city, and will bring a great deal of 
business to the province generally. 
. All reports speak of the discovery 
as genuine and the sample of oil as 
very high grade. 

(Many people have contended it is 
only necessary to bore deep enough 
to get oil in this part of Alberta, 
and Calgary is to be congratulated 
on having men of vision and energy 
and enterprise enough to carry out 
this idea. The gusher puts an end 
to speculation for all tire and 
makes oil a reality. Although the 
well is thirty miles south of Cal- 
gary, it is financed by Calgary men, 
and Calgary enterprise carried it 
to a logical conclusion, and to Cal- 
gary belongs the credit. 

We must not forget, however, that 
Red Deer district has had some ex- 
cellent showing for oil, and we hope 
now to see a@ company formed to 
bore for oil here. Fred Krause’s 
land, west of the city, bore every 
indication last year of oil, and the 
matter should not be allowed to 
drop but be pushed for all it is 
worth. There are also indications 
east of the city that look good to 
some people, and it is worth while 
to investigate. 


NEW SCHOOL GROUNDS. 


The School Board is again discus- 
sing the advisability of purchasing 
additional school grounds, the pro- 
posed property to be north of the 
present central school. It was also 
suggested to build the proposed high 
school building on this new ground. 
We believe this would be a mistake. 

When the construction of a new 
high school was first mentioned, it 
was proposed to build it in the 
south end of the city, or to use the 
present building for a high school 
and build a public school in the 
south. We see no reason for chang- 
ing this plan. Before the Board 
takes any action in such an impor- 
tant matter we think the ratepayers 
should be consulted. As the city 
grows, it is bound to grow south, 
and it is not fair to the south end 
of the city to have the school 
buildings located in the north. There 
can be no harm in purchasing addi- 
tional ground for the purpose of 
giving the children sufficient play 
grounds, but tho location of the high 
school should be laid over for  fur- 
ther consideration.

This 
would indicate that there is a con- 
stant supply with sufficient pressure 
to force the oil to the 1,500-foot 


level. 

Driller. Brown states that the well 
is undoubtedly a 200-barrel-a-day 
producer, 

Mt A. DeGraves and F. L. Cor- 
mack, of the News-Telegram, found 
everything in the neighborhood of the 
derrick fairly saturated with orude 
oil, and guards stationed around the 
derrick to keep careless people away 
from the highly inflamable products. 
For a mile before the well was 
reached, the presence of the crude 
oil could be detected. The whole 
countryside seems to reek with the 
smell of the fluid for which Calgar- 
ians have waited so long. 

So great is the importance of the 
strike that a meeting of the direc- 
tors of the Dingman company is to 
be heldat the well today. LExcite- 
ment among directors and share- 
holders is running high and it is 
freely predicted that Dingman shares 
ire pass the $500 mark before night- 
fall. 

Mr. Phillips, of the Martin-Phillips 
drilling company, and one of the 
most experienced oil men in the field, 
saw a sample bottle of the oil this 
morning and immediately exclaimed : 
“That's the real thing—they’ve got 
it at last.” 

All over the city the same feeling 
prevails. Citizens generally are clat- 
ed. Oil is the one topic everywhere, 
and there is every probability that 
Calgary will blossom forth with a 
new crop of millionaires. 

While Manager Dingman was at 
the well when the strike was made 
last night, he left before the full 
magnitude of it was known. 

Director O. S. Chapin was there, 
however, and to the News-Telegram 
representatives he made the authen- 
tic and official statement published

DENATE PAGOED 
BILL TO ABOLIGH 
TIPPING PRACTICE 


Measure Approved by the 
Upper House Provides 
Penalty Not More Than 
$100. 


Ottawa, May 13.—The senate to- 
day gave consideration of the bill to 
abolish tipping. Senator Davis said 
he thought there should be an 
amendment which would make a dis- 
tinction between the penalties ap- 
plied against employer and om- 
ployees. He would not like to eee a 
boy or girl who took remuneration 
for helping a rich person in the hotel 
fined twenty-five or fifty dollars or 
a term in jail. If employers were 
under penalty they would sce their 
employees took no tips. 

It was pointed out that the fine 
was in the discretion of the judges. 
They could make the penalties to 
suit each case. The bill only 
said that no fine should be more 
than $100. The waiters were in 
favor of tho bill. In Winnipeg and 
Montreal they had formally express- 
ed their approval of tho bill. 

Senator Bernier doubted that par- 
liampnt would add-to its dignity by 
enacting such legislation. He thought 
the law could not be enforced. It 
proposed restnictions of liberty, and 
he asked if the bill would extend to 
church collections or increases _in 
parliamentary indemnity. 

On motion of Senator Davis, the 
act was amended by declaring it 
should not apply to ‘‘servants in 
private residences.” With amend- 
ments the bill was approved and re- 
ported, and set down for third read- 
ing tomorrow.

Investigations mide by. the: aril- 
lers, early Friday morning, showed 
that oil of a paraffin base over 90 
per cent. gasoline is standing in the 
Dingman well to a depth of 1,500 
feet. There is a strong pressure of 
gas under this oil and it is genorally 
conceded that the precious fluid has 
commercial 
quantities. It is estimated by Head 
Driller Hovis that there was at 7 
o’clock, Friday morning, 100 to 130 
barrels of oil in the well, or 5,200 
gallons. 

The oil, according ta J. A. Kelso, 
of the Kelso Laboratories, who is 
at the well, is highest grade of oil 
ever discovered. In fact, it is 
unique, and nowhere in the world 
has a fluid having such a percentege 
of gasoline been fuund. Shortly 
after 7 o’clock in the morning, the 
well commenced to gush. J. H. 
Brown, one of the head drillers ; O. 
S. Chapin, and a News-Telegram re- 
porter, had just entered the derrick, 
and a discussion on the depth of the 
fluid in the hole was: in progress. 

The fires had just been lit and the 
machinery had just been put in oper- 
ation preparatory to baling. Al 
three were standing over the mouth 


of the well when clouds of™ heavily |. 


impregnated gasoline could be seen 
issuing from the well. 

“Will thore be a gusher?’’ the 
News-Telegram repgrter asked Dril- 
ler Brown. 

“Hardly,’’ was the reply, but the 
words were hardly out of the dril- 
ler’s mouth when a hiss could be 
heard in the mouth of the well. 
This hiss became louder aid streams 
of oil spouted out. 

“Tt’s a  gpusher,’? cried Driller 
Brown,’ ‘for God’s sake put out 
the ped 

The woris had hardly been spoken 
before the light iiuid was streaming 
out of the well and shooting straight 
up in the air. Those in the derrick 
rushed to safety, and from a _ nes- 
‘pectable distance watched the extra- 
ordinary sight. For almost half a 
minute the oil spouted up fully - 60 
feet in the air, well above the en- 
closure around the derrick. The oil 
spouting in the air could be seen 
for an eighth of a mile, and it 
brought J. A. Kelso and the mech- 
anical superintendent to the well in 
a hurry. However, the gusher did 
not last long. The strange pheno- 
menon is accounted for by experts 
through the pressure of gas beneath 
the oil. This gas, unable to force 
its way through the column-of oil, 
accumulated in such quantities that 
it literally forces~its way up through 
the oil carrying a portion with it. 

“Never before in the history of oil 
drilling has . pure gasoline gushed 
from a well 60 feet in the air,” said 
“Tf I had not seen 
it I would not have believed it.’ 


EDITOR TUCKER OF “OIL REC- 
ORD,” ENTHUSIASTIC. . 


J. L. Tucker, of the Oil Record, 
thus writes of the strike in his pub- 
lication, which was issued today : 

‘‘Barnels of oil in ‘Discovery Well.’

“The Oil Record has persistently 
predicted that oil would soon bo dis- 
covered at this woll and it congratu- 
lates the citizens of Alberta in haw- 
ing men in Calgary who had __ tho 
nerve and money to push the drilling 
to a successful ond.”

Some peo- 
ple tell us we shall soon have all 
the desired reforms without the bal- 


lot.. This may -be true, but why 
should reform be hindered? If women 


form about more quickly, why wait? 
We are accused’ of not being able to 
cope. with weighty problems. Surely 
women are of equal intelligence to 
the man.who does odd jobs around 
our houses. He has ~the franchise. 
should reform be hindered? If women 
us. .. The town ‘scavenger helps to 
make the laws that govern our child- 
ren. Which knows more about the 
needs of our children, the street 
loafer or the pure-minded, 
mother? 


Throughout the States prohibition 
and general house-cleaning have fol- 
lowed suffrage. If we wish any 
change made in our laws we have 
to petition. We have to petition 
where we ought to legislate. : 

Very recently Viscount Haldane 
said the country was approaching 
the tins when it would have’ to 
deal with class problems, in which 
the. co-operation of women had ‘be- 
come vital, The question of the 
birth and death rates were. part - of 
these problems. Much of the want 
of attention to social problems had 
been brought about, he concluded, 
because women had no direct means 
of exercising political power. - 

The -paper “on anti-cigarette, by 
Mrs. Dunn, was interesting and in- 
structive. Young lads “become ad- 
dicted to the use of the cigarette, 
with the result they are stunted 
physically, their mental development 
is retarded, the moral results tend 
downward, they learn to practice 
deception. In the manufacture of the 
cigarette three ingredients are- used, 
each harmless in itself, but when 
burned together produge a deadly 
poison. 
dn the discussion on scientific tem- 
perance, it was stated that temper- 
ance was not taught in the schools 
as a separate branch, and no exami- 
nations were given on the subject. 
The convention decided to try. to 
introducs essay contest work in the 
schools. This has been successfully 
worked in some States in the Union. 
Books of reference to be supplied to 
the teachers, and after time given 
for supplementary reading, the pupils. 
be asked to write essays. 

The rally meeting Thursday even- 
ing was well attended. It was ad- 
dressed by Mrs. McKenny, provincei: 
president. She spoke on ‘‘Some 
things fhat hinder prohibition.”” She 
said the subject was not of her 
choosing ; she did not like to dwell 
on that phase of the subject, but 
rather on the things that were help- 
ful, but that it was well to look on 
the subject from every viewpoint. 

There are three things that hinder 
prohibition—first, human appetite ; 
second, human greed; third, human 
indifference, and, underlying all this, 
human selfishness. The drunkard is 
not the greatest hindrance to the 
temperance cause, but rather. the 
man who does not acknowledge that 
he is the .victim of intemperance. 
The temperance people are not afnaid 
of the enemy—they are not afraid of 
human appetite—but they ane afraid 
of human greed. What causes 
human greed? 

First selfishness, und second lack 
of knowledge. It is necessary to 
teach positive truths about the nat- 
ure of alcohol, and the nature of tho 
traffic. The fact was emphasized 
that this was everybody’s war, 
Iiveryone should fecl their personal 
responsibility. Don’t be afraid of 
getting under the burden. The man 
or woman, who deserves contempt is 
the ono who refuses to do anything. 
If men would only maalize the ir 
portance of this movement, they 
would send representatives to par- 
liament who would push this matter 
along. She closed her very eloquent 
and forceful address with the words 
‘This thing is wrong and it has got 
to go.” 7 

A very interesting paper on 
amusements for the Y. was read by 
Miss Hartman, of Olds. Sho said 
that the amusements. should bo 
profitable and such as would tend 
to develop the intellectual as woll 
as the physical. 

She urged the members to make 
the homes pleasant and attractive, 
and spoke of the bonefit of reading 
aloud, the books to be well chosen ; 
also music, choruses, games, cte., 
were pleasant forms of recreation. 

Mrs. Misner’s paper on “‘How can 
my Union best help in the prohibi- 
tion campaign’? was very suggestive.
